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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments filed 04/12/2007 have 
been fully considered but they are not persuasive. Applicant argues that Levergood fails to teach the claimed second request. Examiner 
respectfully disagrees. In column 3 lines 44-49 Levergood teaches the validation of the SID and as put forth in the Final Rejection on 
page 4 Levergood does not teach the determination of authority to access the record being made at the authentication server (i.e. the 
validation step) (note that on page 3 of the office action it is stated that the second request is received at "an authentication server" and 
not the previously stated authentication server since this validation in Levergood is being performed at the content server and the content 
server Is therefore acting as an authentication server and In order to perform this authentication a request must first be Issued with the 
proper authentication information). Yoshino is relied upon to teach this determination step being performed at a dedicated authentication 
server in paragraphs 17-23. Therefore, the combination of Levergood and Yoshino teaches the second authentication request being send 
from the content server to the authentication server since the determination step is being performed at the authentication server the 
content server must provide an authentication request in order for the authentication server to perform this determination. 
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
